LONDON, June 8&—{By Atlantic 
Cable.}] The revolution in Norway, al- 
though anticipated and peacefully ef- 
fected, has come to Europe with un- 
expected suddenness, and the question 
is asked with some anxiety whether it 
will mean immediate complications. 
Had Russia not been involved in a 
difficult war in the Far East, it is 
doubtful whether Norway would have 
taken the present momentous step, 
which is not likely to be regarded with 
approval by European powers. Em- 
peror William's omission of his custo- 
wary tour of Norway this year seems 
to indicate his disapproval of the Nor- 
wegian policy, and the fact that the 
coup d'etat is not unlikely to eventu- 
ate in the establishment of a Nor- 
wegian republic would alone be a rea- 
son why the step should not commend 
itself to the monarchial powers. 

It is nowhere thought that King 
Oscar will consent to a junior member 
of his family becoming King of Nor- 
way. This proposal! is regarded as an 
attempt to palliate the blow to the 
deposed King, and the opinion of 
English newspapers is that the sugges- 
tion is quite impracticabie. 

In their editorials this morning Lon- 
don newspapers comment on the ex- 
treme seriousness of the step Norway 
has taken, expressing the hope that 
there may yet be time for Norwegians 
to reconsider their position and en- 
deavor to adjust the difficulty regard- 
ing the consular question by arbitra- 
tion or other means, so as to preserve 
the unſon, which it is contended, is 
necessary for the welfare of both 
countries. The prespects of such an 
adjustment, however, appear to be of 
the slightest. 

The consular difficulty is supposed to 
be ofily an outward manifestation of 
the deep-seated separatist aspirations 
of the majority of Norwegians. It is 
pointed out that the Constitution 
makes express provision for the over- 
ruling of the royal veto in cases where 
it can be proved by three separately- 
elected Storthings to be in antagonism 
to the national will. Therefore it can- 
not be assumed that the King exceeded 


his powers. 
British sympathies appear to de

English Princess is about to marry a 
Prince who is in direct line of succes- 
sion to the Swedish throne.

NEW YORK, June 7.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] A personal encounter be- 
tween Jacob H. Schiff, s years old, 
and Cornelius N. Bliss, former Secre 
tary of the Interior, 73 year# old, in 
the board room of the Equitable 80 
clety, was the topic of Wall street 
today. The exciting incident occurred 
after the reading of the Frick Com- 
mittee’s report last Friday. Bliss, who 
served on the Frick Committee, had in- 
sisted that no man who had done wrong 
be spared in the report, and that dea. 
ings of the syndicates, including those 
organized by Schiff's firm, should ve 
laid bare. 

By the time the report was read, 
Schiff was quivering with indignatioa. 
He leaped to his feet and shouted, 
shaking his fist at Bliss: “I'd like to 
knock your head off. If you were not 
so old, I would.” 

The older financier was on his feet 
in an instant, his rage equaling that 
of Schiff 

“Come on, come on,“ he cried, squar- 
ing off with his hands up in approved 
prize ring fashion. “I've taken care of 
myself for seventy- tree years, and I 
guess I can do it now.’ 

The two financiers were rushing to- 
ward each other with fists elevated 
and swinging. <A. J. Cassatt, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, who 
stands 6 feet four inches, unshod, 
grabbed Bliss around the waist, and a. 
number of directors gathered 1 
Schiff, imploring him to be calm. Bliss 
refused to yield the floor until his bel- 
ligerent opponent had resumed his seat. 
Then he also sat down. He was greatly 
agitated by the scene, and later, when 
he handed his resignation as director 
to President Alexander, he said: This 
has been the most painful incident f 
my life.” 


COLOSSAL SCANDAL. 
STATE OFFICIAL AMAZED. 
tur DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, June 7.—[ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The most colossal scandal un- 
covered in the affairs of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society is now being 
carefully investigated by State Super- 
intendent of Insurance Francis Hen- 
dricks, assisted by Frederick D. Kil- 
burn, superintendent of the State Bank- 
ing Department. The sum involved 
is much nearer $10,000,000 than $1,000,- 
000. The scandal has ramifications lead- 
ing from the Equitable Life into the 
Equitable Trust Company. Superin- 
tendent Hendricks was unable to fol- 
low this particular scandal to a final- 
ity, because it led into the Equitable 
Trust Company, over which his de- 
partment has no supervision. He there- 
fore called on Kilburn last Tuesday, 
and the latter came to this city. 

Since making this discovery, Super- 
intendent Hendricks has questioned at 
great length James W. Alexander, 
James H. Hyde and Alvin W. Krech, 
president of the Equitable Trust © 
pany. What he learned from these 
three men is being kept a close secret. 

Rumors of the discovery reached 
some of the Equitable Life directors as 
they were leaving the board room this 
afternoon after their meeting. The 
news created the utmost consternation, 
The scandal, it is stated, was of a na- 
ture which would make criminal pro- 
ceedittgs against the men involved in- 
evitable. No details concerning this 
particular scandal can be obtained. 
Extraordinary efforts are being made 
to hush the matter up. 

Hendricks was staggered when he 
made the discovery involving such a 
huge sum of money, and it is stated he 
declared to a friend that the iniquities 
within the management of the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society were almost 
beyond belief. President Alvin W. 
Krech of the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany was informed iast night at his 
home by a World reporter of the facts 
in its possession concerning the scan- 
dal. He was told that the World would 
giadly print anything he had to say. 
His only reply was: “I have nothing 
to say.” 

Full details of the scandal may not 
be revealed until the report of Super- 
intendent Hendricks is made public, 
June 15, but if certain developments 
concerning it take place, they may 
compel him to anticipate his report, so 
far as this matter is concerned, and 
take summary action against the men 
involved. 

MILLS WANTS HARMONY.

NEW YORK, June 7.—D. O. Mills 
said today that he had tendered his 
resignation as director of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society, his rea- 
son, he said, being the apparent im- 
possibility of harmonious action in the 
board of directors of the society.

Joseph T. Low, who wasAhe first di- 
rector to leave the mefting, did so 
shortly after 3 o'clock. He said that he 
had resigned as director of the Equit- 
able Society, and that there had been 
other resignations besides his own. 
Nothing had been done, he said, to- 
ward selecting a chairman of the Board 
of Directors. 

The meeting of the Equitable direc- 
tors adjourned at 3:40 o'clock. A num- 
ber of resolutions dealing with the con- 
dition of the society and providing for 
certain reforms and reduction of sal- 
aries, were adopted.

EMPLOYERS REFUSE TEAMSTERS’ 
PROPOSITIONS. 


Chicago Strikers Present Demands 
Which are Turned Down, and Thus 
Ends Effort to Stop Trouble Al- 
ready Ended in so far as Doing 
Business is Concerned. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

CHICAGO, June 7.—After a confer- 
ence lasting for five hours between the 
Employers’ Association and the com- 
mittee appointed last night by the 
Teamsters’ Joint Council with full 
power to settle the strike, all negotia- 
tions were declared off at 9 o'clock to- 
night and mere is no immediate prob- 
ability of a settlement. 

The union submitted a number of prop- 
ositions, which the employers flatly re- 
fused to consider at all. Chief among 
these was that if the strike was de- 
clared off all the police and deputy 
sheriffs who are now protecting non- 
union men should be withdrawn. The 
employers refused to consider such a 
proposition for an instant, declaring 
that they would maintain the guards 
as long as there was the slightest 
chance of violence. 

The teamsters also demanded that 
if the strike be called off the busi- 
ness houses use to receive from or 
deliver to the express campanies any 
merchandise. This proposition, which 
was a virtual demand that the boy- 
cotted business houses assist the team- 
sters in their boycott against the ex- 
press companies Was also promptly 
declined by the employer. 

Another demand by the teamsters 
was that all strikers be given posi- 
tions before any new non-union * 
are hired. This was also refused, 

Col. W. P. Rend, president of the 
Chicago Team Owners’ Aesociation, 
While for several weeks has urged 
upon the teamsters the desirability of 
arbitrating the question of making de- 
liveries to the boycotted houses, and 
which question the truck drivers at 
their meeting of last night refused to 
arbitrate, has issued a formal state- 
ment, setting forth the position of the 
Team Owners Association. Col. Rend 
condemns the “unworthy leaders of the 
men,“ and says: 

“The spread of this strike to the 
Team Owners’ Association and other 
Interests will cast into idleness tens of 
thousands of mechanics and laborers, 
and cause the closing up of milis and 
factories, and, what is worse, still, the 
sacrifice of human life.”

SAN FRANCISCO, June i7.—Fire 
broke out in the forward hold of the 
Steamer State of California at 2:30 
oclock this morning and before the 
flames were extinguished, about tuo 
hours later, a loss of $25,000 had been 
entailed. On account of the great 
quantity of water poured into the hold, 
the vessel is now badly listed and al! 
that keeps the Steamer from turning 
completely over are hawsers attached 
to the Broadway wharf. 

The blaze started among 500 wooden 
cross arms for telegraph poles and a 
quantity of paint and varnish. The 
alarm was given by a night watchman 
pand the fire boat Governor Markham 
and three fire engines responded. 

The State of California was scheduled 
to sail tomorrow for San Diego, Los 
Angeles and other Southern California 
points, and had taken on about one 
hundred tons of freight. Most of the 
freight and the coal were on the port 
side, causing the steamer to gradually 
as the water was poured on the 
fire. As soon as the flames were ex- 
tinguished, the vessel's pumps were 
placed in operation to clear the hold. 

In addition to the damage to the 
freight. a number of the iron plates 
of the steamer were so badly warped 
that they will have to be replaced. 

It was not until five o'clock this 
morning that it was discovered that 
five sailors were asleep in the stern 
hold. It was believed that all the mem- 
bers of the crew had been awakened. 

The damaged steamer is owned by 


and was built in Philadelphia in 1878. 
The vessel is 306 feet in length and is 
of 2266 tons register.

„Our modern educational system is 


becoming more rational. It takes a- 
count of actual needs; it deals less with 
the theoretical and more with the prac- 
tical. It looks to the development of 
character as well as to the acquisition 
of knowledge. It makes the experiences 
of the past serve the purposes of the 
present. It aims to educate the student 
not alone as an individual but as an 
integral part of the body politic. It an- 
ticipates his responsibilities to the state 
and prepares him to meet them. 

“The educational institutions of the 
land contribute to an enlightened citi- 
zenship, and the nation demands much 


of the men and women of education. 
Their opportunities bave been great, 
their contributions to the public 
should be proportionately great. They 


must make their opportunities serve 


not only their own but the general 


good. 
“The domestic questions that confront 


us. having to do with our new posses- 
sions, the treatment of great commer- 
ela! and industrial combinations, the 
regulation of immigration, improvement 
in political methods, the necessity for 
greater honesty and efficiency in gov- 
ernment, whether municipal, State or 
national. and the international question 
of our relations with the other powers 
of the earth, are problems with which 
the representatives of the people are 
now dealing and in which every citizen 
has directly and indirectly a concern.

A higher standard for 
our judiciary: fewer laws and better 
enforcement of them; a wider public 
appreciation of the essentials of democ- 
racy and of the principles upon which 
this government was founded, will heip 
us to the solution of the problems be- 
fore us and as the very basis and 
foundation of our national life we must 
conserve those forces which insure the 
efficiency of our schools and safeguard 
the purity of our homes. 

“Every village and hamiet, every 
municipality, every commonwealth, 
must assume ite share and make its 
contribution to the general welfare.

‘Powerful Jailer Oraws Blood at 

Fourth Blow Laid on Bare Back of 
Man Who Blackened Frai!

PORTLAND (Or.) June 7.—The 
“whipping post law passed at the ses- 
sion of the Legislature January last 
was carried into execution for the first 
time today upon Charles McGinty, con- 
victed of wife-beating. 

McGinty was convicted in the State 
Circumt Court and sentenced to receive 
twenty lashes, the maximum punieh- 
ment. The lashing was performed by 
Jailer Grafton, under the direction of 
Sheriff Thomas Word and under super- 
Vision of Assistant County Physician 
G. ©. MeCormack. The whip was a 
braided blacksnake, made of rawhid-, 
with four lashes 
McGinty, after receiving the sen- 
tence, was hustied to the fall. where he 
was stripped to the waist and his 
manacied hands tied to a door in the 
jail corridor, high above his head. The 
beating was as severe as the powerful 
jailer was capable of administering. 
Blood was drawn at the fourth biow 
from the lashes. McGinty writhed and 
groaned, and strained at the manactes 
binding his wrists. When the punish- 
ment had been concluded McGinty was 
released, and a few minutes later left 
the jail unassisted. 

McGinty was punished for having re- 
peatediy struck his frai! wife. and for 
having Diackened her eves because she 
refused to pay over to him her earnings 
for him to squander.

VALLEY OF MIRACLE. 


What Has Been cAccomplished in 
the Nich Imperial Country—How 

_ the Colorado’s Waters Transformed 
Desert Into a Garden. 


HE reclamation of the Imperial 

Valley is one of those miracies 

which we calmly accept as natural 
when accomplished, however much we 
may have denied their possibility be- 
forehand. This basin, an area of about 
1000 square miles, was formerly a por- 
tion of the Gulf of California. When 
the silt from the Colorado River threw 
a bank across its lower end, it became 
& vast salt lake, which gradually evap- 
orated under the fierce sun of that re- 
gion. From time to time the lake 
was filled by the flood waters of the 
Colorado, which deposited the sediment 
ground out of the Grand Cafion, and 
the distant mountains and  valieys 
where the river has its source. Thus 
a stratum of rich soll was deposited 
over the saline beds left by the reces- 
sion of the sea. But the mighty vol- 


ume of sediment poured into the de- 
pression has not yet filled up the lake 
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t trolley freight locomotive of the Pacific Electric, which has proven a success, 
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those of the locomotive. Each has a 
motive power of 800 horse-power, but 
the one will use this power to hau! tre- 
mendous loads, the other will expend 
its energy against. the laws of inertia, 
friction and atmospheric resistance in 
annihilating time and distance. The 
motors of each will run at the same 
speed, but the car is geared as one to 
one and the locomotive as three to one, 
sacrificing speed to enormous tractive 
power. 


STEPPING UP. 
PROGRESS OF WORTHINGTON. 
B. A. Worthington, formerly genera! 

manager of the O. R. and Nat Port- 
land, who left Wednesday for Pitts- 
burgh to assume his new duties as 
vice-president and general manager of 
the Wheeling and Lake Erie and su- 
perintendent in charge of terminals of 
the Gould system, is considered to be 
one of the brightest and best posted 
young railroad men in the United 
States. 

It is almost wholly in the West that 
Mr. Worthington has made his rapid 
advancement in railroad work. and his 
former associates on the Coast are 
confident that he wil! display the same 
brilliant ability in the East. They say 
his genius is not a question of geog- 
raphy, but that he carries it with him 
wherever he may go. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Worthing- 
ton was formerly superintendent of the 
Coast division of the Southern Pacific. 
and that prior to his promotion to this 
position was executive secretary to H. 
E. Huntington while he was vice-presi- 
dent of the Southern Pacific. He also 
held the positions of assistant director 
of maintenance and operation of the 
Oregon Short Line at Chicago, private 
secretary to A. N. Towne, general man- 
ager of the Southern Pacific, and pri- 
vate secretary to A. J. Stevens, master 
mechanic of the Southern Pacific at 
Sacramento, not to speak of the sev- 
eral minor positions he held during his 
upwerd climb. 

Mr. Worthington is but 40 years of 
age, and his new position carries with 
it a salary of $25,000 per annum. 

ALONG THE LINE. 

The Salt Lake will handle the dele-

W. Wakeley, general passenger 
agent of the Burlington, with head- 
quarters at Omaha, will arrive Sunday 
on a fiying business trip. 

The Salt Lake announces that in the 
future at Leastalk. the crossing of one 
of the branch lines of the Santa Fé, 
positively no stops will be made for let- 
ting off or taking on passengers. This 
order is given in view of the fact that 
there are no accommodations for pas- 
wengers at this point: miles of desert 
all about, no water and no food. And 
it is possible that passengers making 
a transfer may suffer hardshins if not 
serious riek in waiting for trains which 
may be délayed. 

H. V. Hilliker has been appointed 
superintendent of the Utah division of 
the Orevon Short Line, with headquar- 
ters at Salt Lake, tak.ng the place 
made vacant by the appointment of 
H. V. Platt. to the superintendency 
of the Los Angeles division of the 
Southern Pacific. 

Following close upon its recent an- 
nouncement of cutting the running 
time between New York and Chicago 
to nineteen hours, the New York Cen- 
tral has just issued a second circular 
advising its patrons that an eighteen- 
hour service each wsy between the 
two cities would be inaygurated June 
. The train which will make this 
phenomenal time, the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Lémited, wil! leave New York at 
3:30 o'clock in the afternoon, grriving 
at Chicago at 8:30 o'clock the follow- 
ing morning. Returning, the train wil! 
leave Chicago at 2:20 o'clock in the after- 
neon, arriving at New York at 830 
eclock the next morning. This sched- 
lee arranged with a view to giving 
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business men who must make the round 
trip between the two cities without de- 
lay, sufficient time either in New York 
or Chicago to transact their business 


in the morning. and catch the same 
train home the afternoon of the sa: ; 


to sea level. Nearly the entire basin 
is still a minus elevation, reaching 300 
feet below sea level at the lowest 
point. 

The natural conditions of this delta 
basin are unique. The temperature, 
the depression, the aridity (less than 
three inches being the norma! rainfal!,) 
the soil formations, the entire lack of 
water except during the Colorado's 
overfiow periods, all constituted this a 
veritable death valley, a place 
avoided by the Indians as the abode of 
evil spirits, and looked upon by early 
explorers as an inferno to be shunned. 

Yet the possibility of utilising the 
Colorado's waters to irrigate the rich 
soils of its own making was recognized 
as early as 1858 by a ploneer resident 
of. Southern California, Dr. O. M. 
Wozencraft, a man of brad culture 
and of great ability, who devoted many 
years of study to the phenomena of the 
then little-known desert regions. He 
was so enthusiastic in his belief that a 
great area might be made habitable by 
the use of the Colorado's waters that 
he went to Washington and presented 
Mis ns. He succeeded in getiing an 
act ore Congress and a favorable re- 
port from a government expedition, but 
his unthrely death put an end to ne 
scheme. Since that time, however, the 
practicability of desert irrigation has 
been demonstrated. 

The question of the redemption of 
arid lands bas a matter of na- 
tional importance, Of late years it has 
assumed political significance, and has 
been the subject of numerous Congres- 
sional investigations and acts. As yet, 
the discussions and the plans of the 
government Have resulted in Iittle 
more tangible than printed reports and 
survey stakes, 

TOWARD DEVELOPMENT. 


In 1896 a private corporation was 
formed, which was known as the Call- 
fornia Development Company. It was 
made up of men who were thoroughly 
familiar with the country, and who had 
unlimited faith in the possibility of 
their plans, although their capital was 
by no means unlimited. One of these 
men, C. R. Rockwood, was a civil and 
hydraulic engineer, who had been long 
employed in this region and who knew 
its lands. He proposed to utilize as a 
canal the Alamo River, one of the 
channels which carries the over lo of 
the Colorado in flood times to the Sal- 
ton sink, and thus bring the water at 
a minimum expense into the great 
areas, in both Califernia and Mexico, 
which lie low enough to receive the 
flow. 

As the channel of this stream passes 
for sixty mies through Mexican soll, a 
corporation, “Le Soctedad de Irriga- 
ction „ Terrenos de Baja California,” 
was formed and secured title to 100,000 
acres of land, a strip which is approxi- 
mately sixty miles long by three in 
breadth, through which the canal must 
pass. Actual work on the canal was 
not begun until 1900. Then a ditch 
some eight miles in length and seventy- 
five feet in breadth), heading about 
eight miles below Yuma and taking 
water through three inlets, was con- 
structed to connect with the Alamo 
River bed. Canals were diverted from 
the river channel, about sixty miles 
west of the river, and carried the water 
into the great basin to the north of the 
boundary line. This bagin had been 
christened by the company “the Impe- 
rial Valley.” As soon as it became 
known that there was possibility of 
water being put upon there lands, in- 
tending settiers began to take up gov- 
ernment land, either as homesteads or 
under the desert act, and in many in- 
stances under both laws. In June, 1901, 
the water was first delivered in the 
valley and settlement at once began. 

That thousands of people were uin 
ing to battle with the desert, the cli- 
mate, the isolation and the undeter- 
mined possibilities of this country is 
another example of the faith, adapta- 
bility and perseverance of our people. 
The California Development Company 
sold water rights entitiing the land 
owner to four-acre feet per year for 
each acre of land. The price of these 
rights ranged from $18 to $25, with long- 
term payment. To handle the delivery 
and distribution of water, mutual wa- 
ter companies, made up of the land 
owners, were formed. Each of these 
companies has charge of the canals and 
distribution in its district. There are 
now seven of these companies in opera- 
tion. 

About o miles of canals, which are 
simply open ditches, have been dug. 
The common method of irrigation is by 
flooding the land. Water ts abundant, 
and the cost for distribution ies now 
between 50 cents and $2 per acre, thus 
making the cheapest water for irriga- 
tion In the Siate. Additional facilities 
tor distribution and control of the wa- 
ter are needed and will, in thme, be sup- 

7 by the land owners Since this 
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ment Company has undergone reorgan- 
ization, has acquired from the Southern 
Pacific Company capita! for more de- 
velopment, and has provided for future 
management which promises large suc- 
cess.—-Ed.] 

SOIL DEMONSTRATION. 

In 1901 a smal! acreage of alfalfa and 
barley was put out, but it was enough 
to demonstrate the wonderful pro- 
ductiveness of the soil. This year, 1996, 
a greatly increased area of land in the 
Imperial Valley is under actual culti- 
vation. Alfalfa has been found to yield 
immense crops and many cuttings 4 
year. Barley, wheat, Egyptian corn, 
sorghum, sugar beets, and other fieid 
crops do well. Grapes and cantaloupes 
are being cultivated. The government, 
and private parties also, are experi- 
menting with the date palm. Several 
orchards of these trees, the cuttings im- 
ported from Africa, have been started, 
and give every promise of adding a new 
and valuable product to our resources, 
The government is aleo experimenting 
with other plants suited to the pecuiar 
conditions found in that region. It is 
believed that rice and some varieties of 
cotton may be successfully grown. 

The great industry of the valley. 
however, is the growing of live stock. 
Large numbers of cattle are bel 
taken into the delta from Arizona an 
New Mexico, to be fattened for mar- 
ket. Great herds are now being pas- 
tured. Horses are raised, and a horse 
breeders’ association has been f 
which purposes to raise blooded stock. 
Hogs are also easily and profitably fat- 
tened. A dairy at Imperial ie in opera- 
tion, and others are to be established. 

In 1903 the Southern Pacific built a 
branch line from Old Beach through 
the valley to Calexico, on the Mexican 
line, a distance of forty-seven miles. 
This gives access to markets, The com- 
pany is now constructing a line from 
Calexico direct to Yuma, which will give 
quick and cheap access to all Arizona 
points for Imperial Valley products. 
Possibly the Southern Pacific will een- 
nect Calexico with San Diego by a di- 
rect line and gain that access to San 
Diego Harbor which has been so long. 
delayed. This will give the Imperial 
Valley an overland line and increase 
its marketing facilities largely. A pri- 
vate enterprise, the Holtville Inter- 
urban line, connects Holtville, twelve 
miles east of Imperial, with the main 
line of the Southern Pacific. 

SCHOOLS AND CHURCHES. 

There are eight schoo! districts in the 
valley. Imperial has ‘a $5000 school- 
touse, and the census of 19956 shows 
283 children, an increase of 117 over 
1904. Two church buildings have been 
erected at Imperial, and there are &@ 
numder of church organizations in the 
valley which expect soon to put up 
church homes. A telephone system con- 
nects all the towns of the valley. Do- 
mestic water is obtained by settling 
and filtering the cana! water; a piped 
water system is installed at Impertal 
and Holt ville, and Brawley will soon 
Save water delivered under pressure. 

The shipments of cattle, hogs, grain 
and hay from the valley, have made 
Imperial one of the most important 
shipping points on the Southern Pacific 
in this State. Thousands of cattle have 
been recently brought in from Texas 
to be fattened on lands below the inter- 
national boundary line. 

The market of Los Angeles will be 
largely supplied from the Imperial 
Valley, in the near future, with beef, 
pork, hay and grain. Early fruits and 
vegetables, cantaloupes, grapes, dates, 
etc., will be shipped from this valle. 

The opening up of this large area of 
productivé farming land adds mate- 
rially to the resources of the State. 

The lands and improvements in the 
valley have reached millions in value. 
All ot this wealth has been created in 
five years by the enterprise, the cour- 
age and the money of the men who 
have provided and applied irrigation 
water to the land, cultivated it, e 
improvements, and raised stock, grain 
and vegetables.

They point out that if all its provisions 
were enferced to the letter, the ordi- 
nance would not only prove an absurd- 
ity, but would be cOmpletely ineffective.

Now, stage experts say, the best 
asbestos curtain obtainable is one of 
excelient fiber, closely woven, about 
one-sixteenth of an inch in thickness— 
and all of pure asbestos. A peculiar 
fact about this non-inflammable sub- 
stance is that the thinner it is woven 
the more closely the fibers can be 
packed together, and the stronger—com- 
paratively speaking—is the tensile 
strength. 

For instance, a section of asbestos 
curtain one-sixteenth of an inch in 
thickness, one foot wide and sixty feet 
high will sustain a dead weight of 600 
pounds. By actual test, such a curtain 
is said to resist the flame of a gas biast 
for more than an hour. 

Thicker than this, and of different 
construction, the curtain becomes first 
fragile and liable to pull apart, and sec- 
ond, altogether too heavy for practical 
purposes in raising and lowering. 

Now listen to the Fire Commission's 
ordinance: “There shall be a curtain 
on the stage side which shall consist 
of a rigid metal grille, covered on each 
side with a layer of pure asbestos cloth 
at least one-eighth of an inch in thick- 
ness, and capable of sustaining, with- 
out damage, a temperature of 1000 deg. 
Fahr. Before the asbestos cloth is ap- 
plied to the metal grille there shall be 
one-quarter inch mesh galvanized wire 
stretched over the entire surface of said 
grille on both sides, and securely fas- 
tened to the same.” 

There you are! And the managers 
assert that if such a curtain were actu- 
ally constructed—and they claim that 
none like it could possibly be found in 
the world teday. 

Such a curtain would be four times 
the thiekness—at least—of any curtain 
now in use in“ Los Angeles, or elsewhere 
on the Coast, and more than five or six 
times as heavy. 

The funny part of the ordinance is 
yet to come: There must be another 
“emergency” curtain of exactly simi- 
lar construction operated not by expe- 
rienced stage hands, but from the box 
office! 

The inpracticability of such a plan is 
apparent, and the ordinance-framers 
neglected to state the exact manner in 
which this ponderous second protection 
shall be run up and down, 

IL. E. Behymer, acting manager of 
the Mason Operahouse, said yesterday 
afternoon that such a curtain as the 
ordinance describes would be abso- 
lutely impossible of operation in that 
theater, on account of the extraordi- 
nary width of the proscenium opening. 
Next, an amendment to section No. 97 
provides that “There shall be no 
steam boiler or oil tank placed below 
the entrances, audience-room or stage.” 
This knocks the heating clear out of 
a theater. 

Section 86 says that “there shall be 
no doorway or opening through the 
proscenium wall from the auditorium 
above the level of the first floor.” 

In all of the first-class theaters, fire 
doors have been constructed for emer- 
gency convenience on a level with the 
balcony. Experience has taught the- 
eter architects that such doors should

It was 
not unt the schooner Endymion 
crossed the finish line of the Lisard 
Point that the contest for the $5000 gold 
cup given by the German Emperor 
really came to an end. The schooner 
Endymion really finished fourth on the 
list, and more than twenty-four hours 
after the Atlantic, the winner, had ar- 
rived, but there were four prizes to be 
awarded, and this prolonged the official 
timing at the finish until the fourth ar- 
rival got the gun. Again American 
boat building has carried away first 
honors with oceans of time to Spare. 
Two of the prises, the first and the 
fourth, were taken by craft designed 
am. constructed in the United States, 
while the second prize went to a 
schooner now owned in Germany, but 
designed and built in England. The 
third prize went to a purely English 
craft, which was by far the biggest of 
the racing fleet, and was expected by 
her owner to win in just such weather 
as was for the most part received in the 
contest. 
As finally decided by the weather, it 
me On performance, a race for big 
boats only, and the extraordinary 
average speed of the Atlantic, at over 
ten knots an hour, showed that the pe- 
riods of lighter wind must have been 
few, and that, to make up for the 
slower sailing of these periods, the 
speed during high winds must have 
been terrific. Indeed, it has deen 
proved by the sights taken during the 
Atlantic's passage that at one time she 
was actually traveling at the rate of 
over sixteen land miles an hour. 
Through an error in the cable the At- 
lantic was said to have mace 11.7 deg. 
of longitude on the day she made her 
record-breaking run of 341 miles. At 
noon on May 23 she was in longi- 
tude 44 deg. 57 min., and at noon 
on the Mth she was in longi- 
tude 39 deg. 80 min., so that she 
actually made 707 min. of easting. 
This reduced her sailing day by & min. 
and 28 sec., or, in other words, she took 
23h. Zim. As., to cover the distance be- 
tween the two points, and sail 341 miles. 
Her average speed for that distance 
Waa 14.494 nautical miles an hour. In 
statute miles this is 16.66 each hour, and 
this probably ranks well with the best 
performance of the clipper ship Dread- 
naught. which crossed the ocea:. from 
Sandy Hook to Queenstown Ireland, 
2800 miles, in and Ih. which 
is the best recor dof any sailing ship 
for a voyage of this length. The Fly- 
ing Cloud has the best record for one 
y's run, and in twenty-four hours 
she sailed 427.5 statute miles. This is 
an average of 17.81 statute miles an 
hour, and is a good deal faster than 
the time now made by the Atlantic. 
Another fast day was made by the 
Trade Wind in a voyage from San 
Francisco to New York, when she went 
212 nautical or 358 statute miles a day: 
eo that the Atlantic's record is much 
better han that of the Trade Wind. 
Until the Atlantie thus reduced the 
record for sailing yachts, the Endymion 
held the best account in this class for 
the passage from Sandy Hook to the 
Lizard, which was 124. and on. 
Her record to The Needles (this pas- 
sage being about 150 miles longer.) still 
stands unbroken in the annals of sail- 
ing yachts at 13d. and 20h. The Atlan- 
tie did not beat this, as she was de- 
layed in the English channel by light 
winds and head tides. The Atlantic's 
elapsed time for the race itself (mean- 
ing to the Lizerd,) was 12d. ain. Im., 
and her average speed was 10.6 nautical 
miles an hour for the entire distance. 
The Hambure’s time was 13d. 2h. 6m., 
and her average d. nautical miles an 
hour. It will therefore be seen that the 
Atlantic beat the Hamburg on an 
average of almost a whole knot for 
every hour of the race. This in itself

We 
have lived and grown old in the almost 
universal belief that the sailine for 
the America’s cup stood for the top 
notch in yacht speed; but I want to 
point out, for the first time, that the 
speeds deevioped in this race for the 
Emperor's cup would have so far dis- 
tanced any America cup competitor 
(whether challenge, defense or trial) that 
she would, if present in this contest, 
have been entirely out of sight after 
some hours of gailing. It has often 

suggested, but never, I think, 
proved, that America cup yachts logged 
ae high as fourteen knots an hour. As 
yachting editor of the New York 
Tribune for eleven years, I was present 
at every important contest or trial that 
has been made since, including the 
Vigitlant-Valkyrie II struggles of 1893, 
aid I also witnessed the Vigilant- 
Britannia contests of 1894 in British 
waters; eo that in the absence of 
printed records I am probably safe in 
relying on memory and stating that 
no America cup yacht has shown 
the speed of the Atlantic. The highest 
actual speed that I remember record- 
ing in the 9-foot class was thirteen 
knots and a fraction. The difference 
between this and the Atlantic's 14.494 
nautical miles for twenty-four hours is 
one that contains a world of water, 
and we are forced to see that the ele- 
ment of wonder is largely introduced 
when it comes to races in which real 
yachts encounter real winds in real 
ocean races. In other words, popular 
wonder is thus transferred from one 
class to another, from a fleet of arrant 
machines to a gathering of much more 
worthy and admirable vessels. And as 
public wonder generaliy becomes con- 
centrated on the highest known speed. 
this fact will probably do a good deal 
to focus the interest of the world on 
the contests of seaworthy vessels rather 
than on the teste of mechanical experi- 
ments which have to be confined to 
calm waters and protected like glass 
| work. 


The results of this big race algo 
showed that the smaller boats did ex- 
actly what was expected of them in 
case the winds were so strong and fair 
that the extra power of the larger craft 
got called out. Thus the comparatively 
little yachts such as the Ailsa. Fleur- 
de-Lys and Thistle got completely dis- 
tanced, and, as was certain under these 
conditions, came in at the heel of the 
hunt.

SIMPLE PLAN OF PREVENTING 
GARAGE CHARGES.

Recent Advance in Prices the Cause 
of Protests from Those Who Cannot 
Care for Their Machines—Every 
Owner Advised to Do His Own 
“Grooming.” 


—_—----— 


Automobile owners have only begun 
protesting against the recent increase 
of prices charged by what appears to 
be a combination of garage owners and 
they predict that before long there will 
be more than one “renegade” shop do- 
ing business here. If once a cutting of 
rates begins, it is believed that the 
Scale of charges will drop to below 
what it was before the advance. A well- 
known automobile owner sends to The 
Times the following communication in 
which he tells other owners how to pro- 
tect themselves from the so-called 
“holdup.” 

“The 10 to 30 per cent. ralse in pripes 
by automobile garages prompts me to 
make a few suggestions to owners of 
automobiles. You can put up a shed 
fourteen feet square in which to house 
your automobile and three or four 
months rent, that you would pay to a 
garage, will pay for it. Then buy your 
gasoline in fifty-galion lots for 10% 
cents a gallon instead of paying the 
garage 25 cents, the new price. You can 
find plenty of boys to wash your ma- 
chine for two bits, and the largest ma- 
chine can be washed in less than an 
hour. 

“Before breakfast go to your barn, put 
on a pair of overalis and fill your gaso- 
line and ol! tanks and oll your machine. 
This need not take more than thirty 
minutes. You should know the location 
of every nut, screw, and bolt in your 
machine, and look it over carefully so 
as to see that every nut is tight and 
your machine in good working order. 
This knowledge is essential, because 
when you are out on the road, far from 
any high-priced garage, you should be 
able to find cause of trouble and repair 
the same providing, of course, that none 
of the parts is badly broken. Always 
earry a strong ten-foot rope o that if 
the damage is too great to be repalreg 
on the road you will not have to hunt 
a clothes line from a farmer's house.

Beautiful 
as are these abbey ruins, they tell 
no story more romantic, nor more ef- 
fective for civilization, than that told 
by these California missions. The ar- 
chitecture of those abbeys is sur- 
passingly artistic; their capitals and 
tacery exquisite; but these missions, 
designed by the padres and built by 
the Indians, present in plan and fin- 
ish, workmanship which merits the ad- 
miration of all who love simple and 
chaste art. The abbey clolsters of the 
Old World were built by the mission- 
aries among their own kith and kin, 
but here on these shores, the Span- 
lei friar met the aborigines and in 
haunts that were strange to him, he 
trained the Indian to be the builder 
of his mission communities and to be 
the follower of the Crucified. When 
we consider the difficulties with which 
the padres had to contend, we are as- 
tonished at the results obtafhed. The 
Indians were savages and idolators, 
ignorant even of the simplest methad 
of work; they spoke strange and dif- 
ficult languages and different dialects 
of the same language. They were 
densely ignorant of civilized life and 
far removed by their false religion 


idolized sons—the sainted Fra. Junipero 


After a full and interesting sketch 


of Father Serra and a history of the 
old mission, Bishop Conaty went on to 
say: 


“While the mission fathers and the 


Spanish government were working out 
the great problem of mission building 
and development, the American colonies 
were entering upon the greatest strug- 
gie for political independence which the 
world has ever known. The year 1769 
saw the foundation of the mission at 
San Diego. This was but a few years 
after the passage of the Stamp Act. 
which precipitated the Revolution; 1773 
witnessed the tea party in Boston Har- 
bor and 1778 the battle of Lexington 


and Concord. The very year ‘thad 


Capistrano was founded saw the revo- 
lution of the colonies for freedom and 
the world heard the Declaration of In- 
dependence on

Fourth of July. 1776 The colonies 


along the Atlantic Coast were strug- 
giing for freedom from foreign rule 


while the mission fathers on the Pacific 


Coast were educating a heathen people 
in the knowledge of the freedom of the 
children of God and preparing for the 
future year, when California, risen into 
a high state of development, should be 


welcomed into the sisterhood of States; 
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padres are seen in the prosper- 
happy communities of self-sup- 
porting Christian Indians, with their 
chapels, schools, mission buildings, 
and their life became a quiet, pastoral 
one; the family respected, the marriage 
ties strengthened and virtue predomi- 
nant: trades taught and learned, land 
cultivated, cattle raised, orchards leem- 
ing with fruit and flelds ripe with grain. 
Two Franciscans governed the mis- 
sion, one as a spiritual father and the 
other as a director of labor in the 
field or factory. The years of the mis- 
sion brought Catholic faith, simple, and 
frugal life, regular industry, innocent 
amusements and purity of the home. 
They took the rough, uncouth, unhappy 
Indian and molded him into a work- 
man. They made bricks and tiles from 
adobe mud clay. They cut down the 
forest trees and brought them long 
distances over roads made by them- 
selves. The mission buildings, archi- 
tecturally and artistically admired, 
were the handiwork of the Indian 
taught by the padres. History has no 
more interesting page of romance, re- 
ligion no story of greater sacrifice, and 
civilization no stronger contribution 
than that offered by the Franciscan 
missions in California. Simple, artistic 
and in some places majestic, the mis- 
sions attest the work of men of God.

Cheated out of his 
lands by sharp white settlers, called 


a citizen by Senate report and refused 


the rights of a citizen by the State 
courts, unable to defend himself in 
the courts of justice, abused, treated 
not even as valuable cattle, the Indian 


is like an alien in the land in which: 


nature. placed him. The new settlers 
wanted the land and the water, and the 
Indian had no rights which he was 
bound to respect. 

“Now, indeed, there is a growing 
sense of the injustice and unless it be 
too late the Indian may be treated like 
men and brethren. Our present noble- 
hearted, fair-minded and fearless 
President 18 righting this great wrong 
and justice is being done. 

“Here is the mission ruin, the spien- 
did evidence of the work f the 
padres. The dust of a centu lies 
upon it, but the gratitude of the ages 
must linger around it. Here the worn 
stones tell of feet weary in the service 
of the Master. Here men dwelt whose 
sandaled feet were torn with thorns 
and brambles of the roadside between 
San Diego and the North. Here the 
past with its glory and the present 
with its duty. This may be called sen- 


timent, but it is the sentiment 
that clings to the old ruin. After 
all, rulns are something more 
than falling walls and dismantied 


bulidings. Ruins tell the story of sac- 
rifice and life. Every stone, every 
grain of dust represents deeds, deeds 
of greatness, for they were deeds done 
for man as well as for God. Those 
men preached the story of the cross; 
they brought grace and salvation to 
souls weary of sin; they brought light 
and faith to minds that sat in dark- 
ness and in error. The old ruins mean 
something more than tumbled down 
buildings encumbering the ground, 
While this ruin stands it will be the 
source of inspiration to all men who 
love sacrifice, religion and Christ. The 
age is a matter-of-fact age: it is a 
dollar age; it is largely commercial 
and many are iconoclasts in desiring 
to raze to the ground that which has 
not a commercial value. Such men 
would rejoice at Bunker Hill leveled 
and Boston Common turned into a 
wheat field or covered with business 
blocks at extra rent. But the true 
lover of history and of country would 
visit Bunker Hill and Boston Common 
to renew the patriotic fires within his 
breast. The patriot loves to visit Get- 
tysburg and get inspiration for love 
of country as he walks the field, reads 
the inscriptions and stands uncovered 
in the presence of the dead. We ad- 
mire brave deeds, we visit the graves 
of noble men, we tell over and over 
again the story of their battles, we 
honor their lives and we rise up bet- 
ter men. So the battlefields of faith, 
so the struggle for civilization, so the 
mission ruins. 

“The church is proud of the missions. 
California is proud of the missions. 
All men who value sacrifice and en- 
durance for faith’s sake will honor the 


missions of California. 


“The Knights of Columbus, filled 
with love for Mother Church and pride 
in the heroes of religion, come as pii- 
grime to these shrines of faith. They 
glory in the name of Columbus, who 
under the inspiration of the same 
Catholic Span was enabled to dis- 
cover this Western continent and ded- 
icate it to God, the Blessed Virgin, 
and the king. He found in the Fran- 
scan Friar Perez a staff upon which 
he leaned and came a pilgrim Knight 
in the literests of religion, science 
and his king. 

“The Knights of Columbus come to 
these Western shores to enjoy the 
beauties of our great State, the hospi- 
tality of our people and the lessons 
of faith of our magnificent missions. 
Today is an inspiration to faith and 
patriotism, to brotherly love and loy- 
alty. From this mission take the 
courage which the padres possessed; 
have the zeal which the padres had; 
renew the faith which the padres 
preached; love the country which the 
padres served, and our own best be- 
loved country which they helped to 
develop. The brown habit of the 
Franciscan is a sacred symbol! of de- 
vot ion to duty. love of the cross and 
love of souls.

The monks haye gone and 
all that remains of the o giory is a 
ruling but the ruin tells the noblest, 

It gives 
you a picture never to be forgotten— 
“And home returning soothly swear 
Was never scene so sad and fair.” 

“Yet Franciscan monks visit these 
ruins from time to time and Holy 
Mass is said within these walls and 
faithful Catholics in the neighborhood 
find their religious consolation bere. 
Now that the mid-day hour is come, 
the bells on the monastery wall wil 
sound the Angelus as they did m the 
long ago and in meditation and prayer 
we will remember the dead who sleep 
within these walls and the dead who 


builded them. Our hearts wih fn 
with erateful recognition of that 
grand old faith which prompted the 
sacrifice of Apostolic days. has per- 


netuated the priesthood of Christ in 
the world and has inspired the monas- 
tie „stem which has given to the 
world a Serra and his Franciscans 
whose memory we honor on this day 
and in this presence.”

OUBLE GRIST 
_OF MILLERS. 


AND THEY DRAW DOUBLE PAY IN 
REDLANDS. 


Appears That the Former is Serv- 
ing Time in the Penitentiary for 
Robbery. 


REDLANDS, June 7.—A _ “forgery 
which was perpetrated in Rediands last 
winter, with Uncle Sam as the innocent 
agent, has just been made public. 
Two men, each answering to the 
name “Joseph Miller,” elected to spend 
a part of last winter in this city, one, a 
wealthy resident of South Bend, Ind., 
having come and gone before Mr. Mil- 
ler No. 2 appeared on the scene.

ern end of the field, about a mile from 
Rosemary station, has again broken 
forth. After pouring its black stream 
over the top of the derrick, spraying 
and soaking things all around, the 
flood of oll has now been brought un- 
der control so far that it is confined to 
a two-inch pipe, from which it is pour- 
ing out at a rate that sends the spray 
for a distance of fifty feet, and much 
further if there is a wind in your way— 
so if you want to save your clothes 
from the smell arid spots of oil it is the 
part of wisdom to keep your distance. 

The cound of the rushing oll can be 
heard for a distance equal to two or 
three city blocks, and the smell—well, it 
is a gentle reminder of the time you 
rode by the Aliso-street gas factory, 
and got a whiff of its odors through the 
car window. 

As the oll pours forth it runs into a 


huge sump hole, a miniature lake of oll, 


from which it is pumped into the proper 
tanks for sending through the pipe line 
to the city for the market. Wight to 
ten thousand barrels a day is the esti- 
mated amount of oi] that came from the 
well when it was running wunre- 
strained—at times more. Now 5000 bar- 
rels for twenty-four hours is the output 
figured on by the company, about all 
that it cares to have for the time being. 

The Arcturus, on whose land the 
spouter is located, is a sub-company of 
the Amalgamated, half of which is 
owned by the Associated, so that half 
of the product is the property of the 
combine. 

About forty derricks are to be seen 
and counted on the lands of the Amal- 
gamated, from which comes a large 
part of the oll that is doing so much 
toward furnishing Los Angeles with 
nearly every necessity—with water, 
light, heat, traction power, ice, food, 
drink, building materials and what not.
